ATLANTIC ICEBERGS. 


The Great Risks Run by North At- 


lantic Vessels. 


Hnce Maniri) of Ire Borno Along tlie Broad 


lioiiom of tlio Labrador Current— 


Ship» Discovered ou the Knds 


of Immense Hergs—Late 


Collisions. 


In the (1 ail}'papers, at intervals, move 


or loss widely separated, we may see 
notices of iceborgs passed by .ships on 
their piumges to and from the ports of 
North America. Not unfrcquetitly a 
thrilling account reaches XH of .->li,]>- 
wrccks, suffering and siid loss of life, 
caused by some ill-fated vessel collid- 
ing witii an iceberg and sinking in mid- 
ocean. 
Occasionally, 
some 
noble 


ship, replete with all modern improvc- 
inonts under the command of a t-Kill- 
ful navigator, eavry'ng a 
precioui 


freight of cnsrer lieart-. and willing 
hands to their Kldorado of the Far 
West, sails from our shores. 
Nothing

Few lamlsuion would, however, be 


able to infer from these necessarily 
crude aud fragmentary paragraphs ol 
tho newspapers the great risks which ate 
run in all seasons of tho year by passen- 
gers and crows in the North Atlantic. 
The luo.st important dangers aie ice- 
bergs, fogs, nud derelict vessels. Ice- 
bergs are more especially to be met 
with in this ocean from the middle, ol 
February to tho commencement ol 
July. 
Tho barrier of northern ico is 


bro'ken up by the increasing power ol 
the sun's rays as ho marches onward iu 
his apparent path towards the summer 
solstice, attaining day by day a greater 
northern declination. Far to the north, 
in those awful ice-bound regions within 
the arctic circle whero so many bravo 
men have perished, each glacier pro- 
trudes an icy mass beyond the land anil 
resting ou'the water. In course ol 
time tho extromity is wrenched violently 
off by the upward-bearing pressure of 
the soa. After a few convulsive somer- 
saults, the resulting ice-berg, in all its 
grandeur, 
iloats 
placidly 
in 
its 


new element, and is now free 
to 


bo 
acted, 
on 
by 
tho 
forces of 


wind and current. 
Tho bergs are 


borne southward by tho Great Arctic 
or Labrador current, which \ost l>od> 
of water washes the east coast of 
North America from Labrador to Flori- 
da, and constitutes what is known to 
meteorologists as the "cold 
wall." 


Huge musses of ice or ice-islands aro 
borue along on its broad bosom, mixed 
with smaller icebergs and field-ice. 
Icebergs and field-ice are formed in 
quite distinct ways, A berg, as we 
have Feeii, has its origin as a glacier 
probably far inland, and moves down- 
ward to the sea as a component partol 
tho glacier; whereas field-ice is formed 
CD. tho surface of the sea during the 
polar winter. Side by side with tho 
Arctic current Hows the warmer water 
of the Gulf-stream. 
The direction ol 


the (julf-stream is, however, opposite 
to that of tho Arctic current, and it is 
more remote from the American coast. 
So sudden is tho change in the tem- 
perature 
of 
the sea-surface when 


crossed by these currents, that tho tem- 
perature of the water at the extreme 
fuds of a vessel has been found to dif- 
fer from twenty to thirty degrees. 


The influence of these two great riv- 


ers in the ocean is very noticeable when 
we compare tho climates of two places, 
both equally distant from tho equator, 
but separated from each other by tho 
wide expanse of the Atlantic. 
The 


Americans have the cold current hug- 
ging their coast, thus increasing the 
severity of their winter; while the 
warmer water of tho Gulf Stream, 
stretching across in a northeasterly 
direction from about Cape Hatteras to 
the west coast of Ireland, tends direct- 
ly or indirectly to ameliorate tho rigor 
of our climate. In March, 1883, the 
Dundee whalers reached a point in lat- 
itude seventy-four degrees thirty min- 
utes north, longitude 
four degrees 


thirty minutes east; while at the same 
timo tho harbors of America were im- 
penetrable by reason of ice even as low 
'down as Bordeaux. 
Icebergs have 


been observed aground on the Banks 
of Newfoundland, where the deep sen 
sounding had showed that bottom had 
been reached at a depth of six hundred 
and fifty feet. 


During the past two or three years 


many largo icebergs and 
tield-ice 


hundreds of miles in extent, have been. 
met with in latitude forty-two degrees 
north. 
Many of these bergs attained a 


Height of throo hundred feet above the 
level of the sea. When we remember

They 
lave been fallen in with in the North 
Atlantic as early as January and as 
late as September. In March, a veasel 
lias been jammed so firmly in the ice in 
latitude forty-four degrees north, longi- 
tude forty-five degrees west, :is to en- 
able her master to enjoy the luxury of 
A walk on the ice in 
raid-ocean. Ice- 


bergs have been seen richly laden with 
stones, earth, and other substances, 
which they deposit gradually ou the bed 
of the ocean., perhaps for geologists of 
future ages to ponder over. 


Occasionally, icebergs are tho car- 


riers ol more interesting -objects. 
In 


JUDO, 17U4, His Majesty's ships Daeda- 
lus and Ceres passed a very high an<^ 
dangerous ice-island on which a shij^ 
was stranded. In June, 1845, in lati- 
tude forty-six degree? north, longitude- 
fortv-seven degrees west, tho Perth- 
shire passed an ice-island thirty miles 
long, and on the north end was a ship 
high and dry with her crew ; but no 
assistance could be afforded them. In 
April, 1851. the Renovation, in latitude 
forty-live degrees fifty minutes north, 
on the edge of tho Gra&rt Bank, passed 
a very large berg, on which were two 
three-masted ships high and dry. They 
had apparently been made snug and 
secure at some previous time for win- 
ter quarters in the Arctic regions. 
Those two vessels were supposedly 
some to have been the Erebus and Ter- 
ror of Franklin's long-lost expedition, 
tljough later tidings do not support thia 
supposition. In May, 1883, the City o) 
Lincoln parsed 
twenty-seven largo 


bergs 
in latitude forty-five degrees 


north, longitude forty-eight degrees 
west, with many Polar bears on them. 
The Magdalene, ten days previously, 
but two degrees farther to the eastward, 
had passed tremendous bergs, like 
islands, with many Arctic animals on 
them. In April a "largo berg was seen 
with n. hut on it; mid on the 28th of 
the same month the Glamorgan passed 
more tl.au one hundred bergs with 
numerous bears on them. 
The ice 


was two hundred and sixty miles in 
width. 
Probably these animals would 


exist on fish and seals. Dr. Scoresby 
< H H C con n ted live hundred bergs at one 
time in the Polar Seas. 
A steamer has 


passed as many as three hundred dur- 
ing her passage across the Atlantic. 


There is scarcely anything raor<\ 


grandly beautiful arid majestically im- 
pro->->ivo than a large berg seen under 
l.ivorablu conditions. 
It is a s:ght 


hardly to be reproduced on the canvas 
of the painter or to be portrayed in, 
words.

stant melling of the ice, the bergs arc 
always changing their form. 
Their 


cent.'r of gravity becomes displaced; 
they topple over, and woe betulo tho 
unfortunate vessel close at hand! If 
tin- borgs wero easily distinguishable, 
the manner would h.avo little to fear. 
This in not the case. They aro gene- 
rallv shrouded in mist, anil an- met 
w i t h iu latitudes where dense fog i 
prv\ali'iil. The tliurmomi'ler gives but 
imperfuut indications of the presence 
ot ice. 
With the utmost vigilance, 


bergs arc close to the ship before being 
seen. 
The passenger iu his warm 


berth can hardly realize the intense 
strain on the senses of the captain and 
ollicer-, at such times. 


The Meteorological 
Ollico 
is in- 


formul, by telegram Irom America, ol 
the i'\'ii"L position of bergs passed by 
steamers on their outward passage to 
New York. 
This information is pub- 


lished iu the daily papers for the imme- 
diate bemjlit of tho mariner. 
The 


Admiralty place on their charts the 
limits within which ici> is likely to bo 
mut; whilst the American Government 
published monthly charts in which they 
umbodv all the reports of ice met with 
up to date of going to press. 
It is a 


mattoi ot wonder and sincere thaok- 
fulno-i that iu this iron ago, when time 
is moie than ever money, out of the 
largo number of vessels carrying pas- 
sengers across tho tracks of these un- 
welcome posts of the deep, so few 
casualties occur. 


This year, icebergs have been iinu«- 


nally numerous anil %<>ry far east tor 
t!io time of year. At Quebec, on tin 
10th of May, as many as throe steam 
ors wore behind time, owing to tho fact 
that the unprecodcntedly heavy ice 
)iad 
blocked 
tho 
entrance 
to 


tho 
Gulf 
of St. Lawrence. 
Such 


an occurrence has hitherto been un- 
known in the annals of tho port. Six 
sailing-ships bound for Quebec wero 
totally lost, and eight steamers seri- 
ously damaged, by collision with ice- 
bergs. The barque Maranee foundered 
with all hands except the captain and 
two .seamen. The survivors, with a few 
biscuits to sustain life, were eighteen 
days in an open boat, surrounded by 
iceborgs, and exposed to the inclemency 
of an almost arctic sky. The screw 
steamer Sarmation got in the ice on the 
3jt of May, and remained fast till tho 
Cth. The ice was solid as far as the 
eye could see, extending completely 
across the entrance of the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence. Tho screw steamer City of 
Berlin, at thirty-five minutes past three 
on the 19th of June, ran stem on to an 
immense berg, doing damage estimated 
at five thousand pounds. Many tons 
of ice 
fell on her dock, crashing 


through into the hold. A dense fog 
prevailed at the time. 
On tho 28tli of 


June the screw steamer Brooklyn col- 
lided with a large iceberg in a thick 
fog, 
when much ice fell on deck, 


though happily no one was injured. 
Some hours after, the fog being still 
dense, it was discovered that the ship 
had passed between two large bergs. 
The \vhole of these steamers escaped 
foundering, owingtothoirbeing divided 
into water-tight compartments.—Cham- 
Ou'd' Journal
